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No new runway

LUTON Airport will not be considered 
for a second runway until at least 
2051, the secretary of state for trans¬ 
port revealed this week. 

Patrick McLoughlin MP made the 
comments on a visit to the ground¬ 
breaking ceremony of the new airport 
expansion on Thursday. 

He was referring to the Airports 
Commission, which recommended 
expansion of Heathrow Airport next 
year, with a third runway proposed for 
the international hub. 

Mr McLoughlin said: “The commi- 
sion takes us up to 2050 and after that 
there will be a decision to make. The 
expansion will see the airport meet 
demand for the foreseeable future.” 

Although there have never been any 
concrete plans for Luton to have a sec¬ 
ond runway, it has been a hotly con¬ 
tested issue over the last decade. 


As recently as 2012, plans suggested 
it could become a four runway ‘super 
airport,’ but this never came to frui¬ 
tion. 

The growth of the current terminal 
will increase its capacity by 50 per cent 
to 18 million passengers a year, which 
it is hoped will result in vast improve¬ 
ments by the end of 2017. 

Gavin Shuker, MP for Luton South 
which is the constituency where the 
airport is located, was content with the 
expansion plans as they are currently 
- without the promise of a second run¬ 
way. He said: “You just have to look at 
Gatwick Airport, which operates at a 
capacity of around 40 million, to see 
that a single runway will suffice. 

“In the future we may have to look at 
it in terms of future expansion. 

“However, there are fundamental 
reasons which could prevent it, none 
of them political. If you look at the 
geography and geology of the area, it’s 
a challenge for a runway extension, let 


alone an entirely new one being built.” 

On the airport’s current expansion 
plans, Mr McLoughlin said: “I’m very 
impressed with the plans, if I come 
back in a few years I expect the airport 
to be unrecognisable. 

“It’s a very valid expansion plan 
which is desperately needed. 

“Aside from the increased capacity, it 
will also create jobs and great 
opportunities.” 

Mr Shuker agreed, adding: “Luton 
Airport is never going to be a hub, but 
we can look for expansion and 
Thursday’s announcement was the 
first step on the way to achieving the 
aims set out.” 

The £110million project - which is 
funded privately by the airport’s 
shareholders - will be delivered in 32 
phases of work so as to minimise any 
disruption, with the capacity increased 
by the end of next year, with other 
areas of work will continue until 2020.

Thumbs down for community centre 


COUNCILLORS have rejected a planning 
application to convert a house into a com¬ 
munity centre, despite more than 180 resi¬ 
dents signing a petition supporting the plan. 

The owners of the Madina Masjid mosque 
(pictured) in Oak Road want to turn the 
property next door, which they own, into an 
advice centre, old people’s day centre and 
hospitality facility. 

Maqsood Anwar, a committee member 
from the mosque, said the property had 
been used mainly as an office since the 
Imam moved out 10 years ago. 

However, Luton Borough Council said it 
needs to maintain the number of residential 
properties in the town. 

Two previous applications in 2002 and 



2003 to have the property recognised as an 
extension to the mosque were also rejected. 

Mr Anwar said: “The council said it needs 
more housing but really, it is not being used 
for that. We already use it as an unofficial 


community centre for meetings and we 
want to also use it as an old people’s meet¬ 
ing place as well. 

“I think there were objections from our 
neighbours and that is understandable but 
we were going to sound proof it.” 

In a statement, a council spokesman said: 
“The applicant submitted an application for 
a change of use of the building from resi¬ 
dential to a community centre, as stated on 
the application forms. 

“Therefore the council assessed the appli¬ 
cation on that basis. 

“If the applicant has changed their mind 
as to the current, lawful use of the building 
then the applicant can submit a fresh appli¬ 
cation for the council to consider.”

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Email leading fight 
against road bikers

DETECTIVES leading a crack¬ 
down on nuisance bikers have 
created a dedicated e-mail 
address for public tip-offs. 

The force wants residents to 
submit ‘detailed information’ 
on hotspots as well as photo¬ 
graphs and video. 

Over the last few months doz¬ 
ens of residents have com¬ 
plained about the bikers riding 
on pavements and pulling out 
suddenly in front of cars. 


The email address will not be 
monitored 24-hours a day but 
opmeteorinbox@bedford- 
shire.pnn.police.uk can be 
used to provide the police with 
the names and details of sus¬ 
pects. Residents have been told 
to still call 101 if they wish to 
report crimes and use 999 in 
emergencies. 

In an online vote on luton- 
dunstable.co.uk, 46 per cent of 
residents said they felt the 
e-mail address was a good idea 
while 36 per cent did not. The 
other 18 per cent were unsure. 


Chief inspector Sean Quinn 
said the force recognised that 
‘residents are frustrated and 
frightened’ by off-road bikers. 

He said: “Unfortunately, we 
are not able to resource imme¬ 
diate attendance at each and 
every call made to us about off¬ 
road biking, but always allo¬ 
cate each call according to the 
level of threat, harm and risk 
posed at the time. This new 
email address will be an inter¬ 
active way of providing us with 
vital intelligence and we appre¬ 
ciate the public’s support.”

One sneaky way to 
stifle social mobility 

THE most shocking thing about the 
government’s decision to scrap what 
little funding remained for struggling 
students is not how they got away with 
it - dragging out some devious piece of 
legislation which gleefully defies 
democracy - but that they wanted to 
do it at all. 

The government’s own equality 
impact assessment, published in 
December, shows scrapping mainte¬ 
nance grants will affect a huge swathe 
of Britain’s poorest students. 

I thought the Tories were all for peo¬ 
ple sorting their futures out for them¬ 
selves: getting off the sofa, getting off 
benefits, you know, ‘getting on’ in life.

Paedophile 
found dead 

A MAN jailed for his part in a ‘sickening’ paedo¬ 
phile ring has been found dead in prison. 

Robin Hollyson, 31, from Luton, is thought to 
have killed himself after officers at a prison in 
Bristol found him ‘unresponsive in his cell’. 

Hollyson, who changed his name to James 
King, was jailed for 24 years last year after 
admitting to sexually abusing children, including 
filming himself raping a baby and posting it 
online. 

The other members of the paedophile gang 
were from East Sussex, Wiltshire, Hampshire, 
Hull, Manchester and Somerset. 

During the trial last year, the court heard how 
the group targeted babies and infants in order to 
carry out ‘depraved acts’ and share them online. 

A Prison Service spokesman said: “HMP Bristol 
prisoner James King was found unresponsive in 
his cell on Friday. 

“Prison staff attempted CPR and paramedics 
attended, but he died in hospital on Sunday.”

Anglian Water imported 
an ultra-high powered

Anglian Water said there 
were more than 30,000 
sewer blockages a year in 
East Anglia - 80 per cent 
of which were caused by 
wipes and fats.

DRIVERS who are getting 
held up by a road sweeper 
during rush hour have 
called for it to be sent out at 
a different time.

Pair facing 
jail for ‘IS 
promotion’ 


TWO men are facing 
jail after being found 
guilty of trying to gain 
support for terrorist 
organisation Islamic 
State outside Topshop 
in London’s Oxford 
Street. 

The Old Bailey heard 
on Friday that Ibrahim 
Anderson, 38, and 
Shah Jahan Kahn, 63, 
were among a group 
which set up a stall 
near the fashion store 
on August 9, 2014. 

The pair, from Luton, 
denied inviting support 
for a proscribed organ¬ 
isation. 

Anderson also denied 
possessing informa¬ 
tion likely to be useful 
to a terrorist on 
December 16, 2014. 

The jury deliberated 
for eight hours before 
finding them guilty. 

Father-of-five 
Anderson said he only 
wanted to practise his 
religion and exercise 
his freedom of speech. 

He had denied know¬ 
ing the other people 
who had gone to 
Oxford Street that day 
for dawah (call to 
Islam) - and said he 
only ‘glanced’ at a 
leaflet he was given. 

However the jury 
rejected his explana¬ 
tion and unanimously 
found the defendants 
guilty. 

Anderson was found 
guilty by a majority of 
the jury on the second 
charge. 

They have been 
remanded in custody 
and are to be sen¬ 
tenced on Friday, 
January 29.

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Surgeries’ future 
is under threat

PATIENTS will be consulted 
on the future of four medical 
centres under threat, health 
bosses have said. 

The contracts for NHS ser¬ 
vices at the Moakes, 
Whipperley {pictured), 
Chapel Street and Sundon 
Park Medical Centres are due 
to run out later this year but 
no decision has been made 
on what will replace them. 

At a public meeting last 
October a representative 
from the Luton Clinical 
Commissioning Group 
(CCG) fielded questions from 
residents concerned the cen¬ 
tres could be shut. 

At the time assurances were 
given that residents would be 
involved in every step of the 
review process. 

The CCG also spoke about 
its £20 million deficit and its 
plans to reach a surplus by 
2018/19. 



In April last year new 
arrangements placed the 
responsibility of commis¬ 
sioning GP services on NHS 
England and the CCG. 

Pastor Lloyd Denny chair¬ 
man of the Luton CCG patient 
reference group which repre¬ 
sents patients in the town, 
said any decision on the 
medical centres would take 
into account the views and 
concerns of patients. 

He said: “It’s something 
that has been on the cards for 


some time and closures are a 
possibility but it depends on 
what patients think. 

“The contracts are due to 
run out and we need to put 
something in place. It can 
range from nothing changing 
to possible changes.” 

Di Pegg, head of primary 
care for NHS England in 
Luton, said: “No decision has 
been made about the future 
of any of these practices, and 
none will be made without 
the registered patients of 
each practice and other 
stakeholders having had a 
full opportunity to be 
involved in finding the best 
possible solution for the pro¬ 
vision of their future servic¬ 
es. 

“We are currently working 
together with the CCG to 
determine how best to do 
this and ensure all views are 
fully considered before any 
final decision is taken. 

“Any meetings taking place 
are part of that process.” 


Men caged for knife attack 



TWO men have been jailed 
for their part in a ‘fierce, 
prolonged and savage’ 
attack in Cambridge that 
left a man fighting for his 
life. 

Ali Mohammed Tobeigi, 

61, {pictured far right) of 
Selbourne Road, Luton, and 
Zackaria Sherrief, 59, {right) 
of Copenhagen Close, 

Luton, were acquitted of 
attempted murder in 
December, but they were 
found guilty of wounding 
with intent to cause griev¬ 
ous bodily harm. 

At 1.15am on june 16 last 
year, the pair were involved 
in a knife attack on 31-year- 
old Abujamel Ahmed. 

Tobeigi, his father-in-law, 
claimed he wanted to pre¬ 
vent Mr Ahmed from taking 
his daughter and grandchild 


back to Saudi Arabia and 
that the fight broke out 
when he confronted him on 
the day of the attack. 

On Friday, fanuary 15, 
Sherrief and Tobeigi were 
each sentenced to nine 
years in jail for their parts 


in the attack. A third man, 
Ahmed Omar Abdi 
Mohammed, 24, of Dallow 
Road, Luton, was sentenced 
to 15 months in prison, sus¬ 
pended for two years, for 
driving Tobeigi and Sherrief 
from Luton to Cambridge.

BLOCKED drains which can 
go for ‘months' without being 
cleared by councils are caus¬ 
ing flooding and making 
roads hazardous, a resident 
has claimed. 

Simon Ball, from Poynters 
Road, said his street was regu¬ 
larly flooded as a result of 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
not doing maintenance work. 

Last week Bedfordshire 
Police urged drivers to take 
more care after a number of 


accidents and Mr Ball said he 
felt poor road conditions were 
contributing to the accidents. 

He said: “It’s hard to get 
them to unblock drains and 
they think if they sweep it in 
August they do not have to 
unblocked them until March. 

“It’s like they do not know 
that we have something called 
autumn. One drain in 
Katherine Drive in Dunstable 
has been blocked since 
Christmas. I am sure if one 
drain is blocked then there 
are others which are also 
blocked. The council does 


eventually get around to it, 
but it can take months.” 

“It just needs regular main¬ 
tenance, which costs money 
and what they are trying to 
cut down on, but you cannot 
have that and also not have 
flooding without the drains 
being cleaned.” 

A spokesman for Central 
Bedfordshire Council said: 
“These blocked drains are the 
responsibility of Central 
Bedfordshire Council and we 
are sending out an engineer 
this week to investigate the 
problem.”

THE re-development of 
empty shops is being held 
back because council offic¬ 
ers cannot get hold of land¬ 
lords, it has emerged. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council said it could not 
reach the owners of some of 
the empty units in Dunstable 
town centre in order to help 
‘improve and market’ the 
properties. 


The council has been work¬ 
ing to drive investment and 
regeneration but is finding it 
difficult to bring some shops 
back into use. 

A document published ear¬ 
lier this month noted that the 
authority had no plans or 
money to ‘compulsory pur¬ 
chase empty properties and 
take on this liability’. 

Cheryl Smart, head of the 
Bedfordshire Chamber of 
Commerce, said the authori¬ 
ty should be ‘more forceful in 
pursuing these landlords’. 


However, she added that 
some owners ‘made them¬ 
selves unavailable’ in order to 
force councils into paying 
large sums for the property. 

Jason Longhurst, director of 
regeneration and business at 
Central Bedfordshire 
Council, said: “We often work 
with commercial agents, 
rather than the landlords 
themselves, but do have reg¬ 
ular updates with them and 
remain keen to explore with 
all parties any options that 
can improve Dunstable.”

More houses to come? 

WHILE many Central Bedfordshire 
residents feel too many houses are 
being built, is this really the case? 

The New Homes Bonus is a payment 
from central government to local 
authorities for new houses built in 
their area. The latest tables (2011/12 
to 2015/16) show that Central 
Bedfordshire is 19th out of 326 local 


authorities in England listed in the 
number of new homes built - 5,348. 

CBC is authorising housing develop¬ 
ments as though it were an urban or 
metropolitan area. Why? Might 
money have something to do with 
this? 

Out of the same 326 local authorities 
in England, Central Bedfordshire 
Council is 20th in the the amount of 
money it has been paid by central 
government (£25,026,866). 

It seems clear that CBC has an unde¬ 
clared policy of generating short term 
income through the New Homes 
Bonus and medium-to-long term 
income from the council tax arising 
from these new homes. 

Unfortunately the New Homes 
Bonus payments have ended, so CBC 
has to find an additional £5 million 
per year to cover this shortfall - more 
cuts in services or even more houses?

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‘Dressed to steal’ 
thief targets shop

A SHOPKEEPER has warned 
other business owners to be 
vigilant after a female thief 
‘disguised in traditional 
South Asian dress’ who used 
a child as a shield while she 
stole items from the shelves. 

Shahzad Khadam, owner of 
Day 1 Store in Old Bedford 
Road, said the thief was ‘a 
professional’ who came in 
wearing the traditional dress 
and then changed into casual 
clothing once she left the 
store. 

The incident happened last 
Saturday afternoon when the 
woman came into the store 
with a trolley and the child. 

Mr Khadam said his CCTV 
footage showed that the 
woman had used the child as 
a shield while she ‘stuffed 
various items up her skirt’. 

The shopkeeper said he 
could not make out the gen¬ 
der of the youngster, who was 
wearing a ‘big red coat with 
the hood up’. 

He said: “She was in the 
shop for about five minutes 
and she paid for a pint of 
milk, two bananas and cheap 
washing up liquid.

“It was her body language 
that got me suspicious so as 
she was going towards the 
door I looked at the CCTV 
and called my assistant to 
cover. She realised what I was 
doing and then hurried out 
the shop but I went out and 
chased her. When I caught up 
with her I told her she had to 
wait while I called the police 
but she took the child by the 
hand and ran off.” 

He added: “Inside the trol¬ 
ley was a black sack and I do 


not know whether it was part 
of her dress or the trolley. 

“She came in wearing a tra¬ 
ditional South Asian dress 
but when I caught up with her 
that was all gone. 

“She had on trousers and a 
jumper and looked Eastern 
European.” 

Bedfordshire Police said it 
was investigating the inci¬ 
dent. A spokeswoman also 
said the force had not 
received reports of similar 
thefts at other stores.

Force tells speedy 
drivers to go slow

DRIVERS have been hitting speeds as high as 
99mph in 30mph zones, new figures have 
revealed. 

Bedfordshire Police is urging drivers to slow 
down after it emerged that the force had 
issued 28,730 tickets in the last year to people 
speeding on 30mph roads. 

In the past 12 months the number of people 
seriously injured in the UK in an accident 
where speed was a contributory factor was 
20 , 120 . 

Inspector Phil Bloor said: “When driving on 
built-up roads, assume the limit is 30mph 
until you see a sign saying otherwise. 

“Remember the limit could also be 20mph. 

“You are four times more likely to die if you 
are hit by a vehicle at 40mph as opposed to 
30mph. 

“While I’m sure the majority of motorists 
have heard this saying, the fact remains that it 
is true - it’s 30 for a reason. 

“If you kill someone while speeding, you will 
have to live with the long-term emotional con¬ 
sequences. 

“Remember that speed limits are there for a 
reason.” 

The force’s road policing unit said more 
motorists needed to be aware of their speed, 
especially on winter roads. 

During a ten hour period last Friday officers 
attended 33 crashes around the county. 

The incidents included a car which ended up 
in a ditch in Edworth and a two-vehicle colli¬ 
sion on the A6. 


Right up your street 

Estate’s origins 
are far from 
being ordinary 

Howard Chandler looks at where the names on 
the Farley Hill estate came from... 


The 1844 Luton Tithe Map provides at least 
three of the names used on the Farley Hill 
Estate. Long Croft is listed as belonging to the 
Marquis of Bute and occupied by John Brett. A 
croft in this sense is a small field, close to the 
current Longcroft Road. 

Red Rails, arable land on the map, was later 
used for allotments. A Red Rail is a now 
extinct bird on the island of Mauritius so it 
seems unlikely to be the origin of this unusual 
street name. 

Another source was the names of the mas¬ 
ters (Masters Close) of Farley Hospital. 

William Lachebury (Lachbury Close) and 
John de Felmersham (Felmersham Road) held 
the post in the 14th century, while William 
Friar (Friars Close and Way) was master 
shortly before them. 

Earl Baldwin de Bethune (Bethune Close) 
bought the Manor of Luton from Richard I for 
£80 in the 12th century while Sir Hugh 
Mortimer (Mortimer Close) was owner of the 
manor in the 14th century.

GRANDCHILDREN of 
Second World War survivors 
love proudly boasting about 
their family’s role - the great 
aunt who was a codebreaker, 
grandad’s war medals, the 
frontline nurse. 

Derek Niemann, whose 
grandparents were German, 
thought he knew his family’s 
story. But four years ago a 
simple Google search 
changed everything. 

“It happened by accident,” 
Derek said. 

“My wife had a conference 
in Berlin and I thought I’d 
come along, you know, as a 
holiday. I told my Dad I’d 
take a photo of the street 
where I grew up and I 
thought I’d Google it before I 
went. I was completely taken 
aback when I saw SS Karl 
Niemann convicted for 
crimes against humanity 
pop up on my screen. 

“I’d had no idea at all. But 
some things from my child¬ 
hood started to make sense. 
My dad used to say to my 
aunt that her furniture came 
from a concentration camp. 
At the time you think ‘come 
off it dad, her furniture 
doesn’t come from a concen¬ 
tration camp’, but I realise 
now that it was the truth.” 







He would have been forgiv¬ 
en for shutting his computer 
down and putting the matter 
out of his mind, but Derek 
scoured all 96 pages of his 
grandfather’s tribunal and 
wrote a book, ‘A Nazi in the 
family’, about his father’s 
involvement with Hitler’s 
regime and his job as a man¬ 
ager of slave labour. 

“The tribunal concluded 
that he was complicit in 
what was happening in the 
camps. And I think that’s 
probably about right,” he 
said. 

“The one comfort I sup¬ 
pose is that there wasn’t 
much evidence to suggest he 
was physically involved. 

“Some of the victims even 


testified to say he hadn’t 
treated them badly. But then 
again Stalin never actually 
killed anyone, he just had 
other people do it for him.” 

Derek, who has lived in 
Bedfordshire for 35 years 
including in Luton, said he 
plunged headfirst into his 
family’s dirty linen rather 
than trying to bury the 
painful secrets because ‘I’m 
a writer and I have a com¬ 
pulsion to follow a story 
through until the truth 
emerges’. 

“I wanted to find out what 
sort of man Karl was,” he 
said, admitting ‘it would 
have been very hard’ to pub¬ 
licise his family’s connec¬ 
tion to the Nazi party if his

grandparents were still 
alive, but both died before 
he was born and his own 
father had tried to break ties 
with his homeland, even dis¬ 
couraging Derek from learn¬ 
ing German. 

But surviving members of 
his family have responded 


well to the book. 

“One of the best things of 
all is that my uncle, who 
didn’t even speak much 
English told me that it’s all 
true and ‘you must tell this 
story, people need to know 
what’s happened’.” 

The 54-year-old, who edit¬ 


ed RSPB’s magazines for 
children for 25 years, even 
tours the country discussing 
his book and inviting mem¬ 
bers of the public to ques¬ 
tion him. On Monday, he 
spoke to residents at the 
Forest Centre in Marston 
Moretaine. 

He said: “It was tremen¬ 
dous - about 70 people 
turned up. The talks are 
going really well. One of the 
things I’ve noticed is that a 
lot of Jewish people come 
along. They sit in the back 
and don’t really say any¬ 
thing but just observe. And 
at the end they come up to 
me and they’re so full of 
thanks and kindness. People 
have been nothing but wel¬ 
coming. It is astonishing.” 

He said his research has 
not changed how he feels 
about his last name ‘at all’ 
but changed how he views 
his relatives. In hindsight I 
can understand why my 
aunt just wanted to forget 
about it - she was that much 
older when it was going on. 

“One of the things I’ve real¬ 
ised is the complexity of 
human nature and how hard 
it would have been to take a 
stand - in reality most of us 
would have been complicit.”

INVESTIGATORS looking 
into the death of a man in 
police custody have finished 
their inquiry, a police watch¬ 
dog has said. 

Istiak Yusuf died in custody 
at Luton Police Station on 
June 15 last year after being 
‘taken ill’. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) launched an investi¬ 
gating into six police officers 


soon after his death. Copies 
of the reports have been sent 
to Mr Yusuf’s family, 
Bedfordshire Police and the 
coroner. 

An inquest into Mr Yusuf’s 
death is due to be held in May 
this year but the IPCC said it 
would not be publishing its 
report until the inquest was 
finished. 

The inquest had been due to 
take place late last year but 
was delayed because investi¬ 
gators had not finished writ¬ 
ing their report. 

In a statement, the IPCC 


said: “The IPCC investigation 
which started following the 
death of Istiak Yusuf in June 
last year has concluded and a 
copy of the final report has 
been provided to Mr Yusuf’s 
family, Bedfordshire Police 
and the coroner. 

“All relevant material 
gathered by the investigation 
was provided to the coroner 
on November 17, 2015 and the 
report was provided to all 
relevant parties before 
Christmas. 

“An inquest is scheduled to 
be held in May this year.”

Stalker avoids jail 
for sending snaps

A MAN who sent a set of embarrassing pho¬ 
tos of a woman to her place of work after they 
fell out has been given a six-month suspend¬ 
ed sentence. 

Luton Crown Court was told that Martin 
Doyle, 26, of Corbridge Drive, Luton, sent the 
images to the woman and that when she 
opened the email, other women in the office 
were able to see the pictures. However, they 
rallied round the victim and quickly took 
steps to ensure that no male colleagues in the 
office saw them. Doyle later pleaded guilty to 
assault by beating and stalking. 

Kate Mallinson, prosecuting, told the court 


how in December of 2014 at a party, Doyle had 
grabbed the woman by the shoulders and 
thrown her against a door. In the weeks that 
followed he her up to 150 times a day. 

Judge Stuart Bridge told Doyle his conduct 
had resulted in the woman suffering alarm 
and distress and she had had to alter many of 
her daily routines to make sure she had no 
contact with him. The judge said it was clear 
that Doyle was still very much in denial over 
what he’d done and showed little remorse. 

He sentenced him to six-months’ imprison¬ 
ment suspended for a year. In addition he was 
ordered to carry out 100 hours of unpaid work 
and he will have to pay costs of £1,000. He is 
also subject to a five year restraining order 
forbidding any contact with the woman.

No place 
like Rome 


HOW hard can it be to convince people 
that a slideshow-based talk about old 
cars will be an interesting thing to put on? 

That was part of the battle artist Chris 
Dobrowolski says he had to fight when 
making the case for All Roads Lead to 
Rome, a show which combines comedy, 
storytelling and bits of an old Triumph 
Herald car. 

By his own admission, Chris has taken 
an ‘unusual’ route in that he is an artist 
who is paid more for talking about his 
work than he is for selling it. 

Before studying Fine Art in Hull, Chris 
says he spent most of his childhood build¬ 
ing various things and never expected it 
to become a career. 

He says: “I never really wanted to do it 
as a career and I did it because it was the 
only thing I was good at. 

“I’m a maker and when I was young I 
was always making stuff.” 

All Roads Lead to Rome explores his 
father’s time as a Polish soldier in the 
Italian Campaign during WWII. 

To do this, Chris repaired the family 
Triumph Herald Estate so he could drive it 
from his childhood home in Braintree to 
Rome via Turin, where the car was 
designed. 

He says: “ A lot of the earlier work I did 


was with vehicles that I made journeys 
in. Naturally, these led to small adven¬ 
tures. 

“I was often invited into art colleges to 
give talks about my work, which inevitably 
involved a lot of story telling. 

“Over the years this storytelling aspect 
has taken over and now I spend as much 
time on stage as I do in an art galleries. 

“The show has had a good reception in 
other places. 

“All the reviews were good and people 
who turn up leave surprisingly pleased.”

T he Cumberbitches 
might not agree, but 
for many crime fiction 
fans, Basil Rathbone 
was the quintessential 
Sherlock Holmes. Charming, 
humane and gentlemanly, he 
might well have raised a 
quizzical eyebrow at 
successor Benedict 
Cumberatch’s wacky 
and frenetic 
behaviour. 

As the super 
sleuth in the 1930s 
and 1940s, Rathbone’s 
iconic detective - with 
trademark deerstalker 
and pipe - made 14 
outings in the series of 
Hollywood films, starting with 
The Hound of the Baskervilles. 

South African-born Rathbone 
was a Shakespearean actor who 
made a name for himself 


playing suave villains in 
costume dramas and 
swashbucklers.

Hyundai Tucson 

Take a look inside... 


Until the arrival of this Tucson 
model, Hyundai’s idea of a 
Qashqai-style family Crossover 
model was encapsulated by its 
ix35. That car sold quite well but 
somehow, never quite captured 
the imagination of the buying 
public. The Tucson though, is a 
leaner, meaner-looking contender 
that might well catapult the 
Korean brand into credible con¬ 
tention in this important growing 
segment. 

People have come to expect 
a lot when it comes to driving 
Crossover cars. Although they 
want a lofty perch, they also 
want to feel like they could be 
driving a hatchback. The Tucson 
delivers exactly this blend of 
virtues, hence its very road- 
biased suspension setup - and the 
overwhelming emphasis on two 
wheel drive models across the 
range. 

At the lower end of the range, 
there’s a choice of a 132PS 1.6 
GDi petrol or a I 16PS CRDi 1.7 
diesel. Move a little higher and 
you can upgrade to a turbo¬ 
charged 1.6 GDi with 177PS. 
Diesel fans will find a 2.0 CRDi 
with either I36PS or I85PS. If 
you want 4WD, then you’ll need 
the turbo petrol or one of the 
2.0-litre diesels. 

That 4WD system is fine for 


slippery surfaces but don’t expect 
a great deal of mud plugging abil¬ 
ity. As usual with Hyundai mod¬ 
els, there’s the option of varying 
the feel of the steering feedback, 
via different modes. 

With an imposing hexagonal 
grille and sleek Santa Fe-style 
headlights, the Tucson is a good 
looking Crossover. The overall 
look may not be as overt as you’d 
find with some rivals but you 
could never call it dull and the 
effect is especially nice with the 
19” wheels fitted to Premium 
models. 

Climb aboard and the overall 
fit and finish is a big improvement 
on the ix35, with a well laid out 
(if unadventurous) dashboard 
with a hint of BMW X3 about 
it. If you find the interior a little 
dark, then there’s the option of 
a cream lower half to the fascia 
which does brighten things up 
significantly. 

Mechanically, it’s all very con¬ 
ventional which is no bad thing 
but does mean the Tucson can 
weigh in excess of 1500kg before 
you’ve even sat in the driver’s 
seat. With 513-litres of seat up 
boot space available (or slightly 
less if you go for 4WD), the 
Tucson comfortably beats Nissan 
Qashqai and Renault Kadjar direct 
rivals.

Let’s not jump to conclusions 


PANDORA’S BOX: A defeat for Novak Djokovic from over eight years ago is now suddenly under scrutiny 


LOOKS like the public are 
going to add tennis to the 
list of sports where they’ll 
struggle to believe what they 
are seeing is genuine. 

Unfortunately, when the 
legitimacy of a sport is called 
into question, whoever is 
competing in it tends to be 
tarred with the same brush, 
and this can lead to all kinds 
of wild accusations. 

Last Sunday a BBC investi¬ 
gation alleged that the Tennis 
Integrity Unit, which is 
responsible for policing the 
sport, failed to act on suspi¬ 
cions that up to 16 top-50 
players have been involved in 
match fixing. 

Unsurprisingly, this has 
opened a Pandora’s Box with 
many guessing who could 
have been dragged into such 
a scandal involving a sport 
that enjoys the global reach 
that tennis does. 

There was even an allega¬ 
tion from an Italian newspa¬ 
per that Novak Djokovic, cur¬ 
rently the undisputed No. 1 
of men’s tennis “wanted to 
lose” a match against Fabrice 
Santoro in the 2007 Paris 
Masters. 

The result was a surprise 
6-3 6-2 win for Santoro 
against Djokovic, who was

ranked second in the world at 
the time, but what if that’s all 
it was? 

After all, shocks regularly 
happen in sport. Are we now 
going to accuse the bookies’ 
favourite every time they fail 
to come up with the goods? 

Men’s tennis has been 
renowned for the best part of 
a decade for having huge 
depth in terms of quality 
players, so there are bound to 
be occasions where the 
underdog triumphs. 

That’s not to say nothing 
untoward is happening - 
there’s always a minority out 
there who are willing to cheat 
their own profession, but that 
doesn’t mean everything 
should be viewed with suspi¬ 
cion. 

We certainly haven’t 
reached the point of cycling 
at its nadir, when the excuse 
for doping was ‘but everyone 


else was doing it.’ 

Drug-cheats used to be so 
commonplace in events such 
as the Tour de France that a 
lot of people still can’t believe 
what they’re seeing on two 
wheels is legitimate - witness 
the appalling treatment 
Chris Froome was subjected 
to last year. 

Athletics now has the same 
problem, after years of com¬ 
petitors abusing people’s 
trust, and the revelations that 
the IAAF covered up the sys¬ 
tematic doping in Russia may 
well have damaged it forever. 

It has damaged it to the 
point that UK Athletics pro¬ 
posed the re-setting of world 
records, not even thinking 
that some surely have been 
set by ‘clean’ athletes. 

It was a suggestion that 
unsurprisingly riled Paula 
Radcliffe, holder of the wom¬ 
en’s marathon world record 
and a long-time campaigner 
against doping in athletics. 

She argued that doing so 
would end up punishing 
innocent athletes and this 
comes back to the ‘tarring 
with the same brush’ argu¬ 
ment. 

Just because there are some 
prepared to cheat to get to 
the top of their sport doesn’t 


mean every successful ath¬ 
lete has got there through 
nefarious means. 

By the same token, we 
mustn’t now start pointing 
fingers when a tennis player 
misses a shot we expect them 


to make. 

As the WADA investigation 
into the IAAF showed, the 
truth will eventually come 
out by forensically looking 
into allegations, not via a tri¬ 
al-by-mob method. 


It’s a shame the Australian 
Open - in my view the best 
Grand Slam after Wimbledon 
- will have all this going on in 
the background as a golden 
age of players do battle out in 
Melbourne.

LUTON played Old 
Priorians at Newlands this 
weekend, looking for their 
second league win of a sea¬ 
son that has been one to 
forget so far.

Tom Mahendren and 
David Hamm were Luton’s 
try scorers, with the rest of 
the home side’s points 
coming from the boot of 
Rik Hobbs. 

“It’s disappointing to be 
in this league position, but 
it is what it is”, said Jones. 
“We’ll keep fighting every 
week, nobody wants to be 
last, the team’s beginning 
to buy into the new head 
coaches ethos, these things 
take time. Unfortunately, 
time is not something we 
have a great deal of now”. 

In Midlands 3 (East) 
South, Stockwood Park 
edged out Rugby St 
Andrews 19-12, while local 
rivals Dunstablians were 
narrowly beaten 6-5 at 
Long Buckby. The win 


means third-placed 
Stockwood Park now move 
eight points clear of the 
Dees, who started the day 
fourth in the league. 

“It was a close game,” 
said Jason Carr, Stockwood 
Park’s full back. “Towards 
the end of the second half 
we had 13 men on the pitch 
and really had to defend 
well - they did manage one 
try with their two-man 
advantage, but that was 
all, we did what we needed 
to do.” 

Three Stephen Pollock 
penalties gave Park a 9-7 
lead at the interval, Eddie

the win. 

Dees skipper Aaron 
Martinez-White said: “We 
worked hard, we all 
worked hard and we got 
stuck in.”

NEW boy Alan Sheehan hailed 
Paddy McCourt as a ‘match-win¬ 
ner' after the Northern Irishman 
broke his Hatters duck to help 
them to their first ever league 
win at Mansfield in 84 years. 

The former Celtic man had not 
started for Town since October 20 
but boss Nathan Jones made six 
changes to the side that drew with 
Cambridge last week and he was 
one. 

Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu was 
another and he too made his first 
start and first appearance since 
October, matching McCourt by 
claiming a goal and an assist in 
the 2-0 triumph.

“A clean sheet, a solid 
performance and a win, you can’t 
wish for anything else on your 
debut.” 

While the Hatters comfortably 
claimed their first win in five 
matches, the result also main¬ 
tained Jones’ 100 per cent clean 
sheet record. 

Sheehan, who was a key part of 
that, became manager Jones’ first 
Luton signing and the boss said: 
“I thought he was outstanding.

We 
know he’s got real quality, we 
know he’s got know-how and I’m 
very happy with him. 

“I think Alan Sheehan is an 
excellent, above-the-level player.

Hatters changes 
work wonders

THE Paddy and Pelly show 
ensured Luton ended an 
84-year wait for a first ever 
league win at Mansfield - 
not a bad omen for only 
boss Nathan Jones' second 
game as a manager. 

The Welshman made 
sweeping changes, includ¬ 
ing first starts since 
October for Paddy McCourt 
and Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu 
and the excitement before 
kick-off was palpable. 

The pair repaid the new 
chief with a goal and an 
assist apiece - the first end¬ 
ing a six-hour goal drought 
- while the second, from 


the former West Ham 
youth, was a thing of beau¬ 
ty and emphasised just how 
his absence had been felt. 

At Field Mill they were 
ruthless at the sharp end, 
resolute at the back and 
completely undaunted by 
huge swathes of Stags pos¬ 
session play and a final 10 
minutes of intent. Make no 
mistake, this was the kind 
of performance rarely seen 
in the preceding 168 tortu¬ 
ous days of this campaign. 

What a difference a week 
or two can make. 

Jones began this week by 
showing the door to Luke 
Guttridge and, surprising¬ 
ly, Luke Wilkinson, before 
signing defender Alan 
Sheehan on loan from 
Bradford, whose debut was 
one to be proud of. 

In Nottinghamshire, the 
manager continued the 
shocks with six changes. 


Most notable were the two 
lesser spotted goalscorers 
who made an immediate 
impact, combining in the 
sixth minute. Ruddock 
Mpanzu, in just his second 
start of the season, pulled a 
cross back from the byline 
for McCourt to stroke home 
and break his Hatters duck. 

Cameron McGeehan - 
another of those changes - 
stung the fingertips of Scott 
Shearer soon after and then 
should have made it three, 
but he took one too many 
touches before shooting 
and the goalie came off 
better once more. 

While Mansfield con¬ 
trolled much of the posses¬ 
sion they were restricted to 
long range efforts from 
Chris Clements and Reggie 
Lambe and a Kristian 
Pearce off-target header. 

It was more of the same 
keep-ball after the break, 


whereas the penetration 
came from Luton and they 
doubled their lead in some 
style on 54 minutes. 

McCourt crossed for 
Ruddock Mpanzu but the 
youngster still had a lot of 
work to do, though it didn’t 
look like it once he’d 
brought the ball down, 
turned and pummelled 
beyond Shearer. 

Unlike the last time Town 
found themselves two goals 
up - away at Exeter before 
Christmas - there was little 
sign of panic, just of 
composure and calm. 

It would have been unjust 
if the hosts had scored, but 
they didn’t and, so far, 
Jones’ Hatters side have not 
felt that bitter sting. 

Records, it seems, are 
made to be broken and 
suddenly with the new man 
in charge the omens looks 
good.
